Foundation  is  vital  to  Southern 


In  1967  Dr.  Leon  C.  Billingsly, 
along  with  friends  of  Missouri 
Southern  and  the  Board  of 
Regents,  established  the  Missouri 
Southern  Foundation. 

The  foundation  was  organized 
aiid  incorporated  as  a  non-profit 
organization  to  aid  the  College. 
One  of  the  primary  objectives  of 
the  foundation  is  to  assist  in  the 
private  funding  of  Southern. 

According  to  Sue  Billingsly, 
staff  executive  of  the  corporation, 
the  foundation  serves  several 
purposes. 

"It  was  organized  to  foster,  co¬ 
operate,  and  assist  in  the  phys¬ 
ical  and  functional  growth  of  the 
College,”  she  said.  “It  is  also  the 
vehicle  through  which  gifts  can 
be  made  to  the  College.” 

Because  the  state  holds  title  to 
all  College  property,  a  gift  to 
Southern  would  automatically  be 
,i  gift  to  the  state  of  Missouri. 

I  lowever.  since  the  gifts  are  given 
to  tilt'  Missouri  Southern  Founda¬ 
tion.  they  can  be  used  for  the 
direct  benefit  of  the  College. 

The  foundation  has  a  board  of 
directors  made  up  of  22  mem¬ 
bers.  who  are  alumni  and  friends 
I  of  Southern.  The  current  presi¬ 


dent  is  Dr.  Donald  Crockett  and 
the  vice  president  is  Gene  Wild. 

On  Jan.  15,  1979,  Sue  Billinglsy 
became  the  foundation’s  first  di¬ 
rector.  Billingsly  said  as  director 
it  is  her  job  to  make  sure  “any 
contribution  that  is  received  is 
administered  according  to  the 
donor’s  wishes.” 

According  to  Billingsly,  “Monies 
received  by  the  Foundation  may 
be  designated  by  the  donor  for 
specific  uses  or  may  be  undes¬ 
ignated  gifts.” 

Undesignated  gifts  are  used  to 
support  the  needs  of  the  College 
that  cannot  be  met  with  state 
funds. 

Scholarships,  fellowships,  stu¬ 
dent  loans,  and  faculty  aids  are 
some  of  the  areas  that  are  sup¬ 
ported  by  these  gifts.  Gifts  that 
are  designated  are  used  for  what¬ 
ever  purpose  the  donor  desires, 
as  long  as  such  use  is  for  a  legit¬ 
imate  College  purpose. 

Gifts  to  the  Foundation  are  tax 
deductible.  Since  its  beginning  in 
1967,  the  corporation  has  had  the 
approval  of  the  Internal  Revenue 
Service.  However,  deductibility  is 
subject  to  the  maximum  limits 
allowed  by  the  IRS. 


Gifts  to  Southern  are  made  by 
alumni,  friends  of  the  College, 
and  various  companies  and  busi¬ 
nesses.  According  to  Billingsly, 
the  donors  are  from  all  over  the 
country.  “Some  gifts  have  come 
from  as  far  away  as  California,” 
she  said. 

The  foundation  sponsors  the 
annual  Phon-A-Thon.  This  year 
marked  the  seventh  annual  fund 
drive. 

“In  the  past  six  years  this  event 
has  raised  a  total  of  approximate¬ 
ly  $600,000."  said  Billingsly. 

The  Foundation  is  currently'  in 
the  middle  of  a  five-year  capital 
campaign,  which  began  in  1984. 
The  goal  for  the  campaign  is  $5.5 
million. 

“At  this  time  over  half  of  the 
goal  has  been  reached,”  said 
Billingsly. 

The  Missouri  Southern  Foun¬ 
dation  acts  as  a  permanent  fund¬ 
raising  organization  to  insure  that 
Southern  has  an  ongoing  solicita¬ 
tion  of  private  funds  to  supple¬ 
ment  its  annual  appropriation 
from  the  state.

The  Faculty  Senate  at  Mis¬ 
souri  Southern  serves  just 
as  important  a  function  as 
the  Student  Senate,  though  stu¬ 
dents  on  campus  seem  to  be  less 
aware  of  the  organization. 

According  to  Dr.  Paul  Teverow, 
assistant  professor  of  history  and 
1988-89  president  of  the  Faculty 
Senate,  the  main  function  of  this 
body  is  “to  advise  the  adminis¬ 
tration  in  helping  to  develop  new 
policies  and  to  serve  as  a  vehicle 
for  expressing  the  concerns  of 
tilt'  faculty.” 

There  are  approximately  27 
members  of  the  Faculty  Senate. 

The  different  departments  on 
campus  elect  faculty  members 
as  representatives  to  the  Senate. 
The  number  of  representatives 
elected  for  each  department  is 
determined  by  the  number  of 
faculty  in  that  department.  Six 
representatives  at  large  are 
elected  by  the  faculty  as  a  whole. 

Sallie  Beard,  director  of  wo¬ 
men's  athletics  and  vice  president 
of  the  Faculty  Senate,  said  she 
thinks  the  group  is  supposed  to 
"serve  as  a  form  of  representa¬ 
tion  for  the  faculty.” 

"I  think  it’s  a  means  of  com¬ 
municating  the  needs  and  desires 
for  both  the  faculty  and  adminis¬ 
tration  to  each  other,”  she  said. 


T  he  Senate  meets  on  the  first 
and  third  Mondays  of  every  month 
in  the  Billingsly  Student  Center. 

A  number  of  topics  are  reviewed 
in  these  meetings. 

“Typically  we  are  discussing 
some  sort  of  policy,  or  procedure, 
or  academic  change,”  said  Beard. 

Some  issues  discussed  this 
year  were  the  possibility  of 
changing  to  a  plus  and  minus 
grading  system  and  the  proposed 
academic  calendar  to  be  includ¬ 
ed  in  the  next  College  catalog. 

Another  issue  discussed  was 
the  new  sabbatical  leave  policy. 

Teverow  said  in  the  past  the 
faculty  had  been  concerned  that 
there  were  not  enough  opportun¬ 
ities  for  instructors  to  take 
sabbaticals. 

The  purpose  of  the  new  sab¬ 
batical  policy,  which  originated  in 
the  faculty  welfare  committee,  is 
to  ensure  they  are  more  available 
to  the  faculty  and  to  clarify  the 
rules  for  the  procedure  to  apply 
for  them. 

Teverow  said  he  is  proud  of 
what  the  Senate  has  accomplished 
this  year  in  helping  devise  the 
policy. 

“This  was  a  major  change  in 
College  policy,”  he  said.  “I’m 
pleased  that  the  faculty  was  able 
to  have  a  real  role  in  developing 


it. 

“I  think  when  it  goes  into  effect 
it  will  make  this  a  better  institu¬ 
tion  of  higher  learning.” 

in  order  for  the  Faculty  Senate 
to  be  a  successful  organization, 
there  must  be  cooperation  and 
communication  between  the  fac¬ 
ulty  and  administration. 

Beard  said  she  thinks  that  pro¬ 
cess  has  been  occurring. 

"I  think  generally  there’s  a  good 
exchange  there,”  she  said. 

Teverow.  also,  has  found  the  ad¬ 
ministration  willing  to  discuss 
faculty  views  on  topics. 

"So  far  I’ve  found  the  adminis¬ 
tration  to  be  very  cooperative.”  he 
said. 

The  fact  that  the  Senate  allows 
the  exchange  of  ideas  to  occur 
makes  it  a  beneficial  organiza¬ 
tion,  Beard  believes. 

“I  think  it’s  a  forum  where  opi¬ 
nions  can  be  openly  discussed 
and  debated,"  she  said. 

"I  hope  that  the  Faculty  Senate 
is  the  kind  of  organization  where 
they  (the  faculty)  can  feel  free  to 
express  their  concerns."  said 
Teverow.

Senate  keeps  needs 
of  students  up  front 


Throughout  the  years  the 
Student  Senate  has  not  on¬ 
ly  brought  changes  to  the 
campus,  it  lias  kept  policies  im¬ 
portant  to  students  from  changing. 

The  Student  Senate  has  in¬ 
fluenced  several  administrative 
decisions  on  campus. 

"As  of  the  fall  semester  in  1988, 
dead  day  was  supposed  to  have 
been  abandoned”  said  senior 
Koliert  Stokes,  president  of  the 
Student  Senate.  “So  the  Student 
Senate  voiced  its  opinion  to  Pres¬ 
ident  Leon  on  how  important 
dead  day  is  to  the  students.  We 
made  sure  that  dead  day  is  here 
this  year  and  for  the  years  to 
come.” 

Another  example  of  when  the 
Student  Senate  has  had  an  in¬ 
fluence  was  when  there  was  a 
proposal  to  change  the  grading 
'policy  to  a  plus  or  minus  system. 

“The  Senate  promptly  wrote  a 
resolution  explaining  that  the  stu¬ 
dent  body  was  not  in  favor  of  the 
proposal."  said  Stokes.  “Our  voice 
helped  a  great  deal  with  defeating 
the  proposal. 

Nine  students  from  each  class 
are  elected  to  the  Senate  each 
fall.  Executive  officers  for  the 


1988-89  school  year  were  Robert 
Stokes,  president;  Karen  Hill,  vice 
president;  Sara  Woods,  secretary 
Sam  Ellis,  treasurer;  and  Michael 
Garoutte,  parliamentarian. 

"The  duty  of  each  Senate  mem¬ 
ber,”  said  Stokes,  "is  to  come  to 
the  meetings  and  voice  their  opi 
nions  on  allocations.  We  also  have 
two  student  senators  on  eachot 
the  Faculty  Senate  committees 
The  most  important  function  ir 
for  the  senator  to  lie  present  it 
the  faculty  Senate  committee 
meetings  when  a  decision  is  be 
ing  made,  so  that  they  can  voice 
student  opinions.” 

Every  spring,  the  Student  Sen

Winning  another  Regional 
Pacemaker  Award  high¬ 
lighted  the  1988-89  year 

for  The  Chart. 

In  October  The  Chart  was  noti¬ 
fied  that  ii  had  been  selected  one 
of  the  13  best  college  and  univer¬ 
sity  newspapers  in  the  nation. 
Issues  published  during  the  1988 
spring  semester  were  judged  by 
the  Atlanta  Journal  and  Constitu¬ 
tion  for  this  honor. 

The  Associated  Collegiate  Press 
presented  Regional  Pacemaker 
Awards  to  the  13  newspapers  at 
its  annual  convention  in  Atlanta. 
Rob  Smith,  Mark  Mulik,  Chris 
Clark.  Steve  Moore,  Brenda  Kilby, 
and  adviser  Chad  Stebbins  at¬ 
tended  the  convention,  Oct.  27-29. 

Other  recipients  of  the  award 
were  the  University  of  Kansas, 
the  University  of  Wisconsin-Eau 
Claire,  Indiana  University,  Western 


Kentucky  University,  the  Univer¬ 
sity'  of  Southern  California,  the 
University'  of  North  Texas.  North¬ 
east  lx>uisiana  University,  Auburn 
University,  the  University  of  Ala¬ 
bama,  Eastern  Kentucky  Univer¬ 
sity,  the  University'  of  Texas,  and 
the  University’  of  Pennsylvania. 

Missouri  Southern  was  the  on¬ 
ly'  college  represented  and  the 
only  school  with  fewer  than  10,000 
students  to  receive  the  award. 

The  Chart  also  won  a  Regional 
Pacemaker  in  1986,  when  judging 
was  conducted  by  The  Wash¬ 
ington  Post. 

With  1988  being  an  election 
year.  The  Chart  spent  con¬ 
siderable  time  covering  the  var¬ 
ious  local,  state,  and  national  cam¬ 
paigns.  Staff  members  attended 
a  George  Bush  rally'  at  the  State 
Capitol,  and  Michael  Dukakis’ 
brief  stopover  at  the  Springfield 


airport,  both  in  September. 

Sen.  Dan  Quayle,  vice  presiden¬ 
tial  candidate,  spoke  at  Missouri 
Southern  on  Thursday,  Oct.  6.  The 
Chart  delayed  publishing  its 
regular  edition  until  that  afternoon 
to  include  timely'  coverage. 

On  Nov.  3  The  Chart  published  a 
special  election  issue.  The  16-page 
tabloid  detailed  most  of  the  major 
state  races  and  issues. 

“We  wanted  to  give  our  readers  a 
closer  look  at  the  candidates,”  said 
Smith,  editor-in-chief.  "We  also 
hoped  that  it  might  encourage 
them  to  go  out  and  vote.” 

The  Chart  continued  its  cov  erage 
in  1988-89  of  all  meetings  of  the 
Coordinating  Board  for  Higher  Edu¬ 
cation.  Staff  members  traveled  to 
Moberly,  Jefferson  City.  Columbia, 
and  Kansas  City  for  these  meet¬ 
ings.  which  usually  covered  two 
days  each.

“Students  receive 
hands-on  experience  in  broad¬ 
casting  while  still  in  a  college  at¬ 
mosphere.” 

By  learning  the  use  of  equip¬ 
ment  as  well  as  proper  broadcast 
procedeure,  students  gain  the*  im¬ 
portant  confidence  needed  in  the 
world  of  mass  communication. 

With  programming  ranging 
from  symphonies  to  big  band. 
KXMS  offers  listeners  a  break 
from  other  styles  of  music.  "The 
radio  station  brings  culture  to  the 
area,”  Clark  said. 

"The  classical  music  has  broad¬ 
ened  my  horizons  in  the  music  I 
now  listen  to."  said  Bryce  McDer¬ 
mott.  a  junior  communications 
major. 

The  station  does  not  play  com¬ 
mercials,  only  public  service  an- 


nouncments,  so  there  is  no  con¬ 
stant  barrage  of  advertising  as  is 
the  case  at  other  radio  stations. 

Special  programming  for  KXMS 
includes  the  Cleveland  Orchestra 
and  Beethoven  Network,  which 
allows  for  24  hours  of  classical 
music. 

Training  students  on  top-of-the- 
line  equipment  as  well  as  pro¬ 
viding  the  area  with  uninterrupted 
listening  pleasure  is  what  KXMS 
is  all  about. 

Located  at  88.7  on  the  FM  dial.

Experienced  teachers  are  a  plus 


Three  experienced  faculty 
members  provide  the  gate¬ 
way  to  exotic,  foreign  cul¬ 
tures  through  the  foreign  lan¬ 
guage  curriculum. 

I)r.  Carmen  Carney  and  Dr.  Ver¬ 
non  Peterson  teach  Spanish  in 
which  both  a  major  and  a  minor 
are  offered. 

Dr.  Hal  Bodon,  who  teaches  all 
the  French  and  German  classes, 
was  born  in  Germany  and  came 
to  the  United  States  at  the  age  of 
16. 

“All  the  faculty  members  are 
speakers  of  the  languages  they 
teach,”  Bodon  said.  “They  are 
widely  traveled,  and  I  think  it  is 
good  that  the  students  are  taught 
by  teachers  who  have  had  a  per¬ 
sonal  experience  of  the  culture." 

Richard  Massa.  head  of  the 
c  ommunications  department,  ex¬ 
pressed  a  similar  sentiment. 

“I  am  most  proud  of  the  schol¬ 
arship  of  the  faculty  members; 
they  have  done  extensive  research 
and  have  published  in  their  own 
fields.” 

Jo  Anna  Kerby,  a  freshman  who 
intends  to  major  in  Spanish,  con¬ 
curs  with  Massa  and  Bodon. 


“What  impresses  me  most  about 
the  foreign  language  depart¬ 
ment,”  she  said,  “is  the  way  the 
teachers  know  so  much  about 
the  language  and  the  country.” 

Knowledge  of  a  foreign  lan¬ 
guage  is  an  essential  part  of  a 
well-rounded  college  education. 

“1  think  it  is  important  for  every 
college  student  to  know  a  foreign 
language”  said  Bodon.  “With  the 
advance  of  technology,  the  world 
is  shrinking  and  different  cul¬ 
tures  and  languages  come  into 
contact  with  each  other  very 
often.” 

Massa  also  believes  that  to  ap¬ 
preciate  the  quality  of  life,  it  is  im¬ 
perative  that  one  understands 
and  appreciates  another  c  ulture. 

Kerby  w  as  an  exchange  student 
in  Bogota.  Colombia,  during  her 
sophomore  year  in  high  school. 

"At  first  when  I  saw'  how  they 
did  things  differently,  I  thought 
‘Oh.  we  do  that  better.'  Then,  as  1 
got  to  know  the  people  and  their 
ways  better.  I  came  to  accept  and 
appreciate  those  differences. 

“And  it  was  when  I  returned 
home  that  I  experienced  culture 


shock,  because  I  had  gotten  used 
to  the  way  they  did  things  in 
Bogota,”  said  Kerby. 

I  he  communications  depart¬ 
ment  has  plans  for  expanding  the' 
foreign  language  curriculum  over 
the  next  few  years,  of  fac  ilities  as 
well  as  academically. 

The  department  anticipates 
having  a  foreign  language  lab¬ 
oratory  in  a  new  communications 
building  w'hich  will  be  built, 
possibly  by  1991,  as  soon  as  fund¬ 
ing  and  plans  are  finalized. 

The  department  also  hopes  to 
be  able  to  offer  more  choices  of 
languages  and  additional  sec¬ 
tions  in  those  currently  offered. 

Massa  said  certain  languages 
arc'  useful  in  the  business  world. 

“Business  people  need  to 
know  about  the  languages,  the 
dining  habits,  and  the  w'ays  of  the 
people  they  do  business  with,”  he 
said. 

“Much  of  what  we  need  today 
is  a  combination  of  business 
skills  and  foreign  language 
skills."  said  Massa.

Debate  team  enjoys 
‘successful’  season 


While  1987-88  was  a  “build¬ 
ing  year”  for  forensics, 
David  Delaney  said  the 
I  "foundation"  of  the  program  has 
I  now  been  laid  for  the  future. 

Delaney,  director  of  forensics, 
I  said  last  year’s  growth  led  to  this 
I  year’s  successes.  One  of  the  great- 
I  cst  accomplishments  occurred  in 
I  October  when  the  debate  team 
won  first  place  in  the  team  sweep- 
I  stab's  at  the  Virginia  Craig  Invita- 
|  tional  in  Springfield.  According  to 
j  Delaney,  this  was  the  first  time  ever 
for  Missouri  Southern  to  place  first 
in  the  team  sweepstakes.  Delaney 
attributes  this  success  to  a  dedi- 
I  rated  group  of  students. 

“I’ve  never  seen  any  team  as  suc- 
I  cessful  as  this  one  has  been.”  said 
Delaney. 

He  said  the  program  attracts  stu¬ 
dents.  about  half  of  whom  are  com- 
I  ntunications  majors  or  minors, 

I  dedicated  to  debate.  However,  he 
I  said  academics  come  first,  then 
■  debate.  He  said  debate  is  a  pro- 
I  gram  designed  to  help  students  in- 
I  crease  their  intellectual  growth, 

I  communications  skills,  and  social 
skills,  as  well  as  develop  leader¬ 
ship  ability. 


According  to  Delaney,  forensics 
utilizes  various  aspects  of  govern¬ 
ment,  sociology,  psychology,  and 
economics. 

“We  debate  values,"  he  said.  “We 
argue  about  aesthetic  things,  like 
the  quality  of  life,  which  takes  us 
into  the  arts;  and  health,  which 
takes  us  into  physical  science.  We 
utilize  the  education  that  is  ob¬ 
tained  in  every  other  department  in 
the  College. 

"Forensics  helps  students  hone 
their  skills,”  he  explained,  "it 
teaches  them  to  think  fast  on  their 
feet.  One  of  the  main  things  stu¬ 
dents  develop  in  the  program  is 
persuasive  speaking  techniques 
where  they  learn  to  organize 
thoughts  in  logical  patterns,  and 
learn  the  ethical  and  moral  respon¬ 
sibilities  that  come  with  the  know¬ 
ledge  they  obtain.” 

The  debate  team  is  a  member  of 
C.K.D.A.  (Cross  Examination  Debate 
Association),  the  largest  college 
debate  organization  in  the  country. 

Because  we  live  in  a  "persuasive 
society,”  Delaney  said  anyone  can 
benefit  from  developing  forensics 
skills.

Small  classes,  board 
learning  aid  majors 


Southern’s  mathematics  de¬ 
partment  emphasizes  ap¬ 
plied  problem  solving,  stu¬ 
dent-faculty  interaction,  and  the 
development  of  support  groups. 

"it  is  impossible  to  inject  full¬ 
blown  concepts  into  students’ 
heads,”  said  Mary  Elick,  assistant 
professor  of  mathematics.  “They 
must  put  it  together  for  them¬ 
selves.” 

l)r.  Larry  Martin,  head  of  the 
department,  encourages  faculty 
members  to  use  board  work  as  a 
tool  to  promote  “ac  tive  learning.” 

Robert  Stokes,  senior  mathe¬ 
matics  major,  believes  it  is  this 
emphasis  in  applied  mathematics 
that  helps  in  getting  a  job. 

Stokes  also  sees  the  close-knit 
feeling  within  the  department  as 
a  big  plus. 

“Everyone  in  the  math  faculty 
seems  to  know  who  you  an'  even 
if  you  haven’t  had  them  for  a 
class,”  said  Stokes.  "It’s  as  though 
I  have  three  advisers.” 

Tom  Bartkowiak,  senior  mathe¬ 
matics  major,  believes  faculty 
members  go  out  of  their  way  to 
be  available  to  students. 

"I  am  able  to  go  to  their  offices 


and  they’re  available  to  discuss 
tiie  problems  I’m  having  in  my 
course's,  and  more  importantly, 
discuss  what  I  am  going  to  do 
after  c  ollege,”  he  said. 

The  small  classes  at  Southern 
also  promote  much  individualized 
attention.  According  to  Stokes, 
his  smallest  math  class  has  been 
an  upper-division  course  with 
five  students.  Not  all  classes  are 
this  small,  but  the  student-faculty 
ratio  for  the  entire  College'  is  on¬ 
ly  25:1. 

Support  groups  among  the  stu¬ 
dents  tend  to  form  naturally.  Ma¬ 
jors  have  many  classes  together 
and  interact  through  the  Math 
Club  and  Kappa  Mu  Epsilon  (KME). 
the  honorary  mathematics  socie¬ 
ty  for  those  who  have  met  certain 
academic  requi remen ts. 

KME  is  one  of  the  oldest  and 
most  active  groups  on  campus,  it 
has  taken  part  in  every  national 
or  regional  KME  convention  since 
being  installed:  presenting  papers, 
serving  as  student  judges,  or 
working  on  committees.  Last 
year  Southern  students  presented 
papers  at  the  regional  KME  con¬ 
vention,  winning  first-  and  sec¬ 


ond-place  honors. 

Southern  students  also  take 
part  annually  in  the  Putnam  Ex¬ 
am,  a  national  undergraduate 
competition. 

But  the  Math  Club  and  KME  of¬ 
fer  more  than  academic  activity. 
They  have  annual  float  trips,  par¬ 
ties,  and  also  support  many  worth¬ 
while  charities.  Stokes  refers  to 
the  two  groups  as  "the  social 
highlights  of  the  math  depart¬ 
ment." 

Math  majors  excel  in  all  areas  of 
the  campus.  In  last  year’s  Honors 
Convocation,  mathematics  stu¬ 
dents  received  awards  as  the 
outstanding  students  of  the  year 
in  mathematics,  physics,  ROTC, 
and  secondary  education.  Some 
of  these  students  were  double 
majors. 

Southern  instructors  instill  the 
skills  in  students  that  are  nec¬ 
essary  for  them  to  succeed. 

"Thinking  is  more  important 
than  memorization,"  said  Elick. 
"Mathematics  is  not  a  spectator 
sport;  you  must  be  involved  in  it 
in  order  to  learn.”

"We  anticipate  moving  to  a  new 
building  soon.  The  planning  is 
well  along,”  said  Dr.  Gail  Renner, 
head  of  the  department.

There  is  a  low  turnover  rate  for 
the  instructors  in  the  department. 
They  work  together  well  and  are 
an  admired  part  of  the  program. 
Kleven  of  the  13  teachers  have 
their  doctorates. 

“We’re  proud  of  our  staff.”  said 
Renner.  "We  have  a  good  staff,  a 
veteran  staff." 

“The  faculty  are  very  helpful 
and  supportive  and  willing  to 
work  with  students  one  on  one. 
They  work  together  very  well. 
The  differences  in  their  per¬ 
sonalities  complement  the  de¬ 
partment  and  themselves,”  said 
Nancy  Kay  Studyvin  Warren,  a 
senior  history  major. 

On  March  10-11  the  department 
hosted  the  district  History  Day. 
This  is  an  annual  occurrence  in 
which  students  from  area  high 


schools  and  junior  highs  partici¬ 
pate  in  a  history  contest.  The 
winners  adv  ance  to  a  state  con¬ 
test,  which  was  held  at  Southern 
in  1988. 

The  department  offers  many 
internships— including  a  legisla¬ 
tive  internship  in  Jefferson  City- 
social  work  internships,  and  in¬ 
ternships  at  the  Hoover  Historical 
Museum  in  Joplin  and  the  George 
Washington  Carver  Memorial. 

Charles  Urban,  a  senior  socio¬ 
logy  major  who  plans  on  going 
to  graduate  school,  said.  “South¬ 
ern  gave  me  the  arena  I  needed 
to  develop.” 

The  unity  and  diversity  in  the 
social  science  department  pro¬ 
vides  a  challenging  combination 
that  stimulates  intellectual  pur¬ 
suit.

Department  updates 
facilities,  curriculum 


The  expansion  of  the  physi¬ 
cal  facilities  of  the  biology 
department,  completed  in 
the  spring  of  1988.  have  allowed 
the  department  to  begin  to  up¬ 
date  its  curriculum. 

"Our  new  facilities,  when  fully 
equipped,  will  allow  us  to  move 
into  the  modern  biology  arena,” 
said  Dr.  Vonnie  Prentice,  head  of 
the  department. 

With  the  addition  of  26,000 
square  feet  to  the  existing  35,000 
in  Reynolds  Hall,  space  is  av  ail¬ 
able  for  teaching  and  independ¬ 
ent  study  that  was  not  available 
in  the  past. 

“The  addition  of  the  building 
has  been  a  real  asset  to  the  de¬ 
partment.”  said  Clark  Bloomer,  a 
senior  biology  major  from  Kansas 
City. 

"To  those  students  coming  in.  it 
will  be  a  great  asset.” 

A  May  graduate.  Bloomer  would 
like  to  use  his  degree  in  a  major 


company. 

“I'd  like  to  work  into  a  private 
industry  in  research,"  he  said, 
“possibly  a  company  like  Geni- 
tech.  They've  made  advances  in 
genetic  research  for  industrial 
use." 

Prentice  said  by  next  fall  the 
department  will  be  fully  staffed 
with  nine  biologists  covering  the 
major  areas  of  biology. 

One  of  the  newest  members  of 
the  biology  department  is  Dr. 
Wayne  Adams. 

“Dr.  Adams  is  a  25-year  veteran 
of  teaching  environmental  health 
technology,”  said  Prentice.  "He 
has  joined  the  faculty  to  coordi¬ 
nate'  the  environmental  health 
program  here. 

“This  addition  to  the  staff  is  to 
bring  the  program  up  to  full  po¬ 
tential  for  developing  environ¬ 
mentalists  with  skills  to  be  effec¬ 
tive  in  solving  environmental 
problems,”  said  Prentice.

Program  has  a  personal  touch 


To  produce  graduates  with 
a  good  general  education 
who  know  the  technical 
work  of  accounting  is  one  goal  of 
the  accounting  program. 

“Our  goal  always  is  to  produce 
graduates  who  have  a  high  level 
of  professional  competency  with 
a  good  foundation  of  general  ed¬ 
ucation,"  said  t)r.  Robert  Brown, 
dean  of  the  school  of  business. 
"Unlike  some  other  schools  of 
business,  we  are  very  much  con¬ 
cerned  with  the  total  education  of 
students.” 

Brown  said  graduates  need 
judgment  and  social  skills  as 
well  as  professional  skills. 

The  accounting  major  is  the 
most  popular  major  in  the  school 
of  business,  and  as  Southern’s 
enrollment  has  increased,  so  has 
the  number  of  accounting  majors. 

Though  job  placement  from 
the  program  has  always  been 
good,  it  has  improved  steadily, 
according  to  Brown. 

“We’re  becoming  better  known,” 
he  said. 

An  advantage  of  Southern’s  ac¬ 
counting  program  is  its  size. 

“We’re  just  large  enough  that 
we  have  a  variety  of  background 
and  experience  in  our  faculty,” 
said  Brown.  “We’re  still  small 
enough  to  have  that  personal 
touch  between  faculty  and  stu¬ 
dents.” 

This  allows  students  to  have  a 


personal  relationship  with  the 
faculty  as  well  as  a  professional 
one  by  the  time  they  are  seniors. 

Peter  Huey,  assistant  professor 
of  business  administration  and 
sponsor  of  the  student  affiliate 
group  of  the  National  Association 
of  Accountants  at  Southern,  be¬ 
lieves  the  experience  of  the  facul¬ 
ty  is  a  plus  for  the  program. 

"Most  of  the  accounting  faculty 
have  work  experience  related  to 
the  subject  that  they  teach,”  he 
said.  "I  think  that’s  a  big  benefit.” 

Larry  Goode,  associate  profes¬ 
sor  of  business  administration, 
believes  there  is  a  good  student- 
teacher  ratio  in  the  program. 

“I  think  the  program  here  lends 
itself  a  little  more  to  the  student 
who  needs  the  individual  atten¬ 
tion,”  he  said.  “The  classes  are 
smaller  and  you  can  give  more 
attention  to  students  than  in 
larger  programs.” 

One  sophomore  accounting 
major,  Cindee  Zumwalt.  has  been 
impressed  with  instruction  in  the 
classroom. 

“I’ve  found  the  instructors  to  be 
helpful  and  organized,”  she  said. 
"They  take  time  out  to  help  the 
student  understand.” 

According  to  Goode,  the  ac¬ 
counting  program  is  one  of  the 
most  demanding  on  campus.  He 
said  the  basic  concepts  of  ac¬ 
counting  stay  the  same,  though 
the  subject  matter  changes. 


Because  of  this.  Goode  said 
another  goal  of  the  program  is  to 
keep  the  curriculum  current  so 
the  students  will  be  marketable 

This  year  on  the  annual  Ac¬ 
counting  Careers  Day,  students 
toured  the  firms  of  Leggett  and 
Platt,  and  Baird,  Kurtz,  and 
Dobson. 

Huey  said  these  tours  are 
beneficial  because  they  let  “the 
students  see  what's  going  on  in 
the  real  world  of  accounting.” 

“The  Careers  Day  lets  you  look 
at  accountants  as  people  in  the 
working  world,”  said  Lisa  Hart¬ 
man.  a  senior  and  president  of 
NAA  at  Southern. 

The  NAA  also  holds  meetings 
once  a  month  where  a  guest 
speaker  of  private  or  public  ac¬ 
counting  is  brought  in. 

Huey  said  a  purpose  of  these 
speakers  is  to  give  accounting 
students  the  “opportunity  to 
meet  potential  employers.” 

The  success  of  a  program  can 
often  be  measured  by  the  suc¬ 
cess  of  its  graduates. 

When  considering  the  track 
records  of  accounting  majors 
who  have  graduated,  Goode  said 
most  have  been  successful. 

“I  can  see  that  a  lot  of  our 
graduates  are  now'  partners  in 
CPA  firms,"  he  said.

Marketing  and  management  majors 
have  many  opportunities  awaiting 


Marketing  and  management 
represents  “the  way  in 
which  we  accomplish 
tasks  through  efforts  of  other 
people,”  said  Dr.  Robert  C.  Brown, 
dean  of  the  school  of  business 
administration. 

“The  program  also  involves  the 
way  that  people  represent  them¬ 
selves  and  their  products  to  other 
people.” 

Students  in  the  school  of  busi¬ 
ness  administration  are  required 
to  take  one  survey  course.  Prin¬ 
ciples  of  Marketing,  and  one  in 
Principles  of  Management.  Stu¬ 
dents  choosing  to  major  in  mar¬ 
keting  and  management  may 
take  courses  which  emphasize 
one  of  the  areas  in  the  marketing 
and  management  program. 

Mickie  Boyd,  sophomore,  said 
she  chose  marketing  and  man¬ 
agement  because  she  wants  to 
become  a  personnel  manager. 

“I  don’t  want  to  leave  the  area,” 
said  Boyd,  “and  other  majors 
might  have  to  leave  the  area  to 
find  a  good  job.”  She  believes 
there  are  excellent  opportunities 
for  marketing  and  management 
majors  in  this  area. 

“I  hope  to  someday  own  my 
own  business,”  said  Eric  Roller, 
“and  in  marketing  and  manage¬ 
ment  you  can  make  an  unlimited 
amount  of  money  if  you're  good." 

Roller,  a  junior,  said  his  current 
plans  are  to  remain  with  the  Jas¬ 
per  County  Title  Company  as  its 
public  relations  and  marketing 


person.  He  said  he  might  later 
like  to  manage  a  store  like  Wal- 
Mart  or  own  his  ow  n  business. 

Brow  n  believes  the  marketing 
and  management  program  at  the 
College  is  attractive  to  students 
because  it  is  relatively  large  and 
offers  a  wide  range  of  courses. 

“This,”  he  said,  “is  an  advan¬ 
tage  over  smaller  institutions.” 

“On  the  other  hand,”  he  added, 
“we  are  still  small  enough  for 
students  to  develop  a  professional 
relationship  with  the  faculty.” 

Brown  said  Southern’s  program 
is  large  enough  to  do  an  excellent 
job  but  small  enough  for  students 
to  retain  a  relationship  with  the 
faculty. 

Dr.  Neal  Blades,  professor  of 
marketing  and  management, 
said  he  hopes  to  see  the  program 
grow  and  develop. 

“Adding  more  courses  and  fac¬ 
ulty  would  help  the  program,” 
said  Blades. 

"This  is  a  good  field  of  study,” 
he  said,  “because  many  large 
firms  such  as  Wal-Mart  and  South¬ 
western  Bell  are  looking  for  mar¬ 
keting  and  management  majors.” 

Brown  said  the  marketing  and 
management  degree  will  change 
in  the  1989-91  College  catalog.  In¬ 
stead  of  being  one  major,  there 
will  be  a  separate  track  for  mar¬ 
keting  and  one  for  management. 
He  said  the  change  was  made 
because  “both  areas  of  study 
stand  on  their  own.”

Students  gain  thorough  education 


General  business  majors 
could  be  considered  the 
Boy  Scouts  of  the  school 
of  business,  since  they  follow  the 
motto  "Be  prepared.” 

“A  general  business  degree,” 
explained  Dr.  Robert  Brown,  dean 
of  the  school  of  business,  “is  not 
for  students  with  a  narrow  focus 
on  what  they  want  to  do.  It  is  for 
people  who  don’t  want  to  be  lim¬ 
ited  in  their  choices.” 

To  receive  a  general  business 
degree,  a  student  will  take  the 
same  basic  core  requirements 
that  all  business  majors  take. 
Then  they  must  take  upper-level 
classes  in  economics,  marketing, 
and  accounting. 

“This  type  of  education  gives  a 
student  a  feel  for  the  language 
and  culture  of  the  business 
world,"  says  Brown.  "It  provides 
a  background  of  all  business 
fields.” 

The  school  of  business  is  not 
divided  into  departments.  There¬ 
fore.  it  should  be  remembered 
that  all  students  with  a  business 


major  work  together  to  help  each 
other  learn  what  to  expect  when 
they  enter  the  business  world. 

“I  think  the  instuctors  here  real¬ 
ly  care,”  said  Mark  Walker,  a  gen¬ 
eral  business  junior.  "I  transferred 
from  a  larger  college  in  the  fall, 
and  things  are  going  much  better 
here.” 

Walker  said  he  chose  general 
business  as  his  major  area  of 
study  because  “I'm  still  not  sure 
what  I  want  to  do  in  my  life,  but 
l  do  know  i  want  to  be  in  the  rat 
race  of  the  business  world.  May¬ 
be  I’ll  start  my  own  business 
someday.  I  thought  of  other  ma¬ 
jors  in  business,  but  with  my  gen¬ 
eral  business  degree  I  think  I  will 
have  the  freedom  to  make  my  ca¬ 
reer  choices  on  down  the  road.” 

Another  general  business  ma¬ 
jor,  Greg  Schmidt,  said  he  chose 
this  major  because  “It  will  make 
it  easier  for  me  to  get  a  job  when 
I  graduate.  T  his  major  is  better 
because  I  will  know  a  little  bit 
about  all  facets  of  the  business 
community.  A  guy  will  have  to  be 


trained  some  no  matter  what  job 
he  gets,  and  if  I  know  about  a  lot 
of  things  l  think  I  will  have  the 
edge  over  other  people." 

Dr.  [Till  Stevens,  assistant  pro¬ 
fessor  of  business,  also  said  a 
general  business  degree  could 
make  it  easier  to  find  a  job.  "The 
business  core  courses,  along 
with  this  major,  should  still  allow 
the  student  to  obtain  a  position  in 
the  business  world.  However,  if 
the  student  does  develop  an  in¬ 
terest  in  a  perticular  business 
area,  I  believe  they  are  possibly 
more  marketable.” 

Although  some  students  have 
their  sights  set  on  becoming 
economists,  accountants,  or 
marketing  executives,  others 
want  to  leave  all  doors  open. 
These  students  are  trying  to  earn 
their  business  “key’s"  in  the 
general  business  program  at  Mis¬ 
souri  Southern.

Program  is  ‘best-kept 
secret’  at  Southern 


During  the  past  few  years, 
the  industrial  arts  program 
has  become  a  many-fac¬ 
eted  program  that  teaches  classes 
from  plastics  to  power  technology. 

This  progression,  however,  is  still 
unknown  if  many  areas,  where 
people  still  associate  industrial  arts 
with  woodworking. 

“The  best-kept  secret  on  campus 
is  the  industrial  arts  department,” 
said  Jim  Davis,  instructor. 

Classes  are  held  in  the  basement 
of  Matthews  Hall,  so  many  Missouri 
Southern  students  are  not  aware  of 
the  program. 

Missouri  Southern’s  industrial 
arts  program  teaches  classes  in 
plastics,  foundry  materials,  and 
processes— which  includes  combi¬ 
nations  of  steel,  wax,  castings, 
woodworking,  and  residential 
carpentry. 

Davis  seems  most  excited  about 
his  residential  carpentry  class. 

“This  class  is  for  anybody  who 
wants  to  remodel  a  house  or  build 
a  house  from  the  ground  up,”  said 
Davis. 

This  class  involves  drawing  floor 
plans  and  step-by-step  construc¬ 
tion  from  the  foundation  to  the 
finished  product. 

in  Davis’  classes,  students  experi¬ 
ment  with  remote  control  cars.  C02 
(carbon  dioxide)  cars,  and  work 
with  small  engines. 

"I  try  to  equip  students  with 
hands-on  projects  that  they  can 
use  in  the  real  world,”  said  Davis. 

lie  tries  to  be  more  practical  by 
giving  his  students  something  they 


can  use  themselves— something 
more  concrete  than  abstract. 

David  Haskins,  a  sophomore 
from  Pierce  City,  is  in  his  last  year 
of  working  toward  an  associate  de¬ 
gree  in  computer  assistance 
manufacturing  technology.  He 
plans  to  work  in  the  machine  shop 
with  his  father  and  brother  at  CMC 
Machines  in  Webb  City. 

“I’d  like  to  get  into  plastics 
manufacturing.  I'd  like  to  do 
something  with  that  out  in  the 
world,”  said  Haskins. 

Davis  instructs  his  classes  of 
about  10  students  in  an  informal 
atmosphere. 

“If  they  (students)  can  do  the 
work  and  tell  me  (when  they’re  go¬ 
ing  to  be  absent),  they  don’t  have  to 
come  to  class,”  said  Davis. 

Davis  is  a  “jack-of-all-trades”  who 
loves  to  build  and  is  excited  about 
the  industrial  arts  field. 

“The  most  important  thing  about 
industrial  arts  is  that  there  are  jobs 
available  everywhere,”  said  Davis. 
"For  example,  there  are  three  jobs 
available  for  every  two  people  who 
can  do  it.  One  hundred  percent  of 
the  students  get  employment. 

“Next  year,  any  industrial  arts 
teacher  is  guaranteed  Sioo  a  day  in 
Missouri.”  he  said,  "And  in 
Oklahoma,  an  industrial  arts/tech¬ 
nology  education  teacher  receives 
a  bonus  of  $2,000  on  top  of  his/her 
basic  salary  that  the  school  system 
pays."

Rewarding,  exciting,  chal¬ 
lenging,  educational,  and 
fulfilling  are  just  a  few 
words  used  by  cadets  to  describe 
the  ROTC  program  at  Missouri 
Southern. 

"The  ROTC  gave  me  a  sense  of 
direction,”  said  Erie  Wilson,  assis¬ 
tant  S3  trainer.

“I’ve  already  had  five  years  of 
active  duty,”  said  Myers.  "And 
during  those  five  years,  I’ve  spent 
time  in  over  nine  ciifferent  coun¬ 
tries.  when  l  receive  my  degree 
and  get  my  commission  as  an  of¬ 
ficer.  I  will  request  to  be  stationed 
overseas.  I  would  not  want  it  any 
other  way.” 

Along  with  the  travel,  the  mili¬ 
tary  has  numerous  other  benefits. 
Some  of  these  benefits  include 
free  medical  and  dental  care. 

“The  military  takes  good  care 
of  its  people,”  said  cadet  Lt.  Col. 
Camden  Campbell,  battalion 
commander. 

When  a  cadet  starts  his  active 
duty  as  a  second  lieutenant,  his 


base  pay  will  be  around  S22.0C 

“As  a  marketing  and  manag 
ment  msjor,  there  is  no  bett 
training  than  in  the  military,”  sa 
Campbell. 

“The  instructors  in  the  R(X 
care  about  the  completion  of  o 
education  more  than  other  i 
structors,”  said  Myers. 

The  ROTC  instructors  at  Soul 
ern  have  many  objectives.  “N 
goal  as  an  instructor  is  to  pi 
duce  a  high  quality,  well-ed 
cated  army  officer,”  said  Ca| 
Mike  Hellams,  assistant  profess 
of  military  science.

Established  in  1945  as  the  Jop¬ 
lin  Junior  College  Alumni  Asso¬ 
ciation.  it  has  continued  to  broad¬ 
en  its  visibility  and  variability 
through  a  comprehensive  alumni 
program. 

The  purpose  of  the  association, 
as  stated  in  its  constitution,  is  "To 
promote  and  advance  the  inter¬ 
ests  of  Missouri  Southern;  to 
establish  mutually  beneficial  re¬ 
lations  between  the  College,  the 
alumni,  and  the  general  public.”

Bookstore’s  purpose 
is  to  serve  students 


Providing  students  with  sup¬ 
plies  they  need,  at  afford¬ 
able  prices,  is  the  purpose 
of  the  campus  bookstore. 

Things  from  birthday  cards  to 
sweatshirts  to  graph  paper  to,  of 
course,  books  can  be  found  in  the 
Missouri  Southern  bookstore,  lo¬ 
cated  next  to  the  snackbar  in  the 
Lions’  Den. 

“Ther  are  so  many  new  items 
on  the  market  that  we  would  like 
to  carry,”  said  Charles  Moss,  book¬ 
store  manager,  “but  we  just  don’t 
have  the  room." 

Lack  of  storage  space  is  also  a 
problem.  It  prevents  the  book¬ 
store  from  buying  things  in  bulk 
like  the  large  department  stores. 
Therefore,  the  bookstore  cannot 
get  as  low  a  price  as  a  larger  store 
could. 

The  bookstore’s  sales  have 
risen  with  the  increase  in  enroll¬ 
ment.  and  so  has  the  need  for 
space  to  store  the  greater  num¬ 
ber  of  rental  texts.  Southern  of¬ 
fers  an  unusual  textbook  rental 
system.  At  most  colleges,  stu¬ 
dents  buy  their  textbooks,  use 


them,  then  sell  them  back  to  the 
school  at  the  end  of  the  semester. 
But  at  Southern,  the  bookstore 
rents  most  of  a  student’s  required 
texts  for  S5  per  credit  hour.  When 
the  books  are  returned  at  the  end 
of  the  semester.  40  percent  of  the 
fee  is  returned  if  the  books  are  in 
good  condition. 

Along  with  renting  books,  the 
bookstore  also  rents  typewriters 
and  someday  hopes  to  be  able  to 
rent  computers. 

Although  Moss  tries  to  keep  in 
stock  the  things  students  want 
the  most,  different  students  want 
different  things. 

“Our  stock  has  to  change  with 
the  growing  and  changing  enroll¬ 
ment.  Buying  habits  of  a  20-year- 
old  student  may  vary  greatly 
from  the  habits  of  the  growing 
number  of  non-traditional  stu¬ 
dents.” 

Whether  one  needs  pens  paper, 
cards,  candy  bars,  milk  mugs,  T- 
squares  or  T-shirts,  the  bookstore  is 
a  service  to  all.

Counselors  help  solve  problems 


Students  may  think  coun¬ 
selors  are  for  academic  pur¬ 
poses  only,  but  they  are 
here  for  many  different  reasons. 

It  is  true  that  counselors  help 
students  select  majors  and  plan 
schedules,  but  they  offer  services 
much  like  a  "regular”  counselor 
would. 

“We  take  care  of  everyone  who 
needs  counseling,  even  faculty,” 
said  Ann  Allman,  counselor  at 
Southern.  "I  get  quite  a  bit  in  here, 
especially  women.” 

Needs  range  from  things  as 
simple  as  a  student  not  liking  an 
instructor  or  fellow  student  to 
more  serious  problems  like  mari¬ 
tal  or  child-rearing  difficulties. 

"I  get  a  number  of  women  who 
are  divorced  and  now  have  to  be 
the  bread  winners’,”  said  Allman. 
“Some  have  children  problems, 
pressure  problems,  or  just  fears 
of  coming  back  to  school.” 

Since  the  counselors  listen  to 
many  personal  problems,  stu¬ 
dents  have  to  be  assured  every¬ 
thing  is  between  them  and  the 
counselor. 

"We  really  emphasize  confiden¬ 


tiality';”  said  l)r.  Earle  Doman. 
director  of  counseling  services. 
“If  there’s  anyplace  someone  can 
go  to,  it  should  be  our  counseling 
center.” 

Most  students  would  feel  “com¬ 
fortable"  talking  to  someone  they 
do  not  know.  Doman  believes  the' 
majority  of  the  students  who 
come  to  the  counselors  are  from 
personal  reference  byr  friends  or 
faculty; 

The  counseling  center  also  of¬ 
fers  workshops  for  those  students 
who  are  under  stress,  undecided 
about  a  major,  or  just  want  to 
learn  about  a  certain  subject. 

“We  do  workshops  on  and  off 
campus,”  said  Allman.  “They’re 
usually  on  leadership  stuff,  cur¬ 
rent  things  like  a  rape  workshop 
and  an  anger  workshop.” 

Other  workshops  offered  in¬ 
cluded  “Can  l  Be  Assertive?"  and 
"Listening.” 

The  general  opinion  from  the 
counselors  is  that  they'  have  a 
“strong”  program,  but  not  ade¬ 
quate  room  or  staff. 

"I  think  we  need  more  staff," 
said  Heidi  Oakes,  academic  af¬ 


fairs/administrative  assistant. 
“We  all  get  along  and  work  to¬ 
gether  as  a  team,  but  there’s  time 
when  it  s  quite  busy.” 

Allman  believes  the'  program 
has  a  good  “mix.” 

“That's  one  of  our  strongest 
points,”  said  Allman.  “We  have 
people  who  have  knowledge'  in 
the  right  categories  to  work 
together  in  the  big  picture.” 

Doman  does  most  of  the  plan¬ 
ning.  making  sure  counseling 
services  is  ahead  of  schedule  in 
programs,  workshops,  and  all  the 
other  areas. 

“I  like  working  with  the  work¬ 
shops  and  Dr.  Doman,”  said 
Oakes.  “He's  always  coming  up 
with  new  ideas  to  reach  out  to 
students  so  they''ll  know  what 
we're  here  for,  to  help." 

Doman  believes  anyone  could 
help  with  counseling.  He  thinks 
the  majority  of  the  students  need 
someone  to  listen  to  them. 

“If  everyone  were  effective 
listeners,  there  would  be  less 
need  for  us  (the  counselors)."

Majority  of  students 
receive  financial  aid 


Providing  financial  aid  to 
more  than  75  percent  of 
Missouri  Southern’s  enroll¬ 
ment,  the  financial  aid  office  of¬ 
fers  a  variety  of  programs  to 
students. 

"Pell  Grant  awards  have  gone 
up,”  said  Jim  Gilbert,  director  of 
student  financial  assistance.  Gil¬ 
bert  said  1.600  Pell  Grants  were 
processed  in  1988-89,  with  nearly 
S7  million  awarded  to  students. 

Other  aid  programs  available 
are  SHOG  (Supplemental  Educa¬ 
tional  Opportunity  Grant),  Per¬ 
kins  loan,  Stafford  loan  program. 
Plus/SLS,  and  work-study. 

Kyle  Myers,  a  sophomore  mar¬ 
keting  and  management  major, 
thinks  everyone  should  apply  for 
financial  aid. 

“Each  year  the  laws  change," 
said  Myers.  “Because  a  lot  of  stu¬ 
dents  don't  think  they’re  eligible 
for  these  programs,  they  don’t 
apply. 

“I  participate  in  the  Perkins  loan 
program  and  work-study,”  he 
said.  “The  program  this  year  is 
better  than  what  it’s  been  in  the 
past.” 

Updating  the  program  through 
the  use  of  computers  and  other 
technology  lias  cut  down  on  loan 
process  time. 


“The  biggest  thing  this  yeai 
was  to  computerize  loans  tele- 
electronically,”  said  Gilbert.  “In¬ 
stead  of  the  usual  six  to  seven 
weeks  to  process,  now  it  takes 
two  to  three.” 

Serv  ing  three-fourths  of  South¬ 
ern's  enrollment,  the  office  is 
steadily  expanding. 

“Some  of  our  objectives  forth 
department  are  to  look  at  the  pro 
gram  as  a  w'hole.  We’re  now  at 
tempting  to  set  up  a  job  develop 
ment  program,”  said  Gilbert. 

“We’re  having  business  stu 
dents  do  some  auditing,  data 
processing,  and  general  bust 
ness  office  duties,"  he  said.  “This 
way  they  can  work  and  get  col 
lege  credit.” 

Janell  Landoll,  a  junior  mat 
keting  and  management  majot 
is  on  a  work-study  program  ir 
the  financial  aid  office  itself. 

“I  work  about  20  hours  pet 
week,”  said  Landoll.’lt's  reall) 
nice  because  they  work  aroutic 
my  schedule. 

"The  one  thing  most  peoplt 
think  about  financial  aid  is  tha 
it’s  hard  to  get— but  it’s  easy."  sail 
Landoll.  ’’They  first  need  to  taki 
the  time  to  fill  out  the  papei 
work.”

Many  resources  are 
in  placement  office 


An  important  part  of  every 
student’s  college  educa¬ 
tion  is  the  utilization  of  the 
resources  available  in  the  place¬ 
ment  office. 

From  before  a  student  actually 
enrolls  at  Southern  to  the  date  of 
graduation,  he  or  she  can  benefit 
from  these  resources. 

Nancy  Disharoon,  director  of 
career  planning  and  placement 
services,  said  the  main  goal  of 
the  placement  office  is  to  help 
students  know  what  they  need  to 
do  to  be  marketable  after  gradua¬ 
tion.  She  said  career  planning 
must  start  early  and  continue 
throughout  the  entire  college 
experience. 

To  help  students  get  started  in 
this  process,  the  placement  office 
conducts  an  orientation  day  for 
high  school  seniors  and  their  par¬ 
ents.  The  purpose  of  this  orienta¬ 
tion  is  to  give  students  and  their 
parents  information  on  what  to 
expect  from  college  and  how  to 
begin  planning  their  careers. 


During  their  first  year  at 
Southern,  students  taking  col¬ 
lege  orientation  receive  informa¬ 
tion  as  to  what  skills  they  need  to 
develop  to  be  marketable  in  the 
future,  in  addition,  they  are  ad¬ 
vised  of  the  various  services  and 
programs  offered  by  the  College 
which  will  help  them  achieve 
their  goals.  One  program  avail¬ 
able  is  a  series  of  workshops  of¬ 
fered  twice  per  semester. 

Disharoon  also  teaches  a  mid¬ 
term  course,  “Human  Relations 
Skills  for  Employment  in  Busi¬ 
ness,”  designed  to  help  students 
develop  these  various  skills. 

The  placement  office  also  has 
a  library  containing  employment 
brochures  from  major  companies 
across  the  country,  as  well  as 
various  career  catalogs  listing 
career  choices  with  companies 
nationwide.  The  placement  office 
regularly  provides  individual 
career  counseling  and  assists 
students  in  contacting  prospec¬ 
tive  employers.

Maintenance  keeps 
Southern  beautiful 


The  37  buildings  at  Missouri 
Southern  and  the  beautiful 
grounds  on  which  they  are 
situated  are  a  source  of  pride  to 
the  students  of  Southern  and  the 
community  of  Joplin. 

“Much  credit  goes  to  the  faculty 
and  other  employees  and  stu¬ 
dents  who  generally  avoid  abuse 
of  the  facilities,”  said  Howard 
Dugan,  director  of  the  physical 
plant. 

The  cleanliness  and  mainte¬ 
nance  of  the  grounds,  approx¬ 
imately  340  acres,  and  the  build¬ 
ings  which  contain  more  than 
700,791  square  feet  are  the  re¬ 
sponsibility  of  the  55  people  on 
the  staff. 

The  physical  plant  is  responsi¬ 
ble  for  the  care  of  the  heating  and 
cooling  systems,  which  includes 
hundreds  of  fan  units  and  pumps, 
thermostats,  and  water  coolers. 
Other  areas  of  responsibility  are 
the  doors,  cabinets,  electrical 
equipment,  communication  sys¬ 
tems,  and  maintaining  the  vehic¬ 
les  used  for  these  jobs. 

The  grounds  and  general  beau¬ 
tification  of  the  area,  campus 


safety  and  security,  as  well  as 
vehicle  and  pedestrian  traffic 
control,  are  all  part  of  the  outstan¬ 
ding  job  performed  by  the  phys¬ 
ical  plant. 

“The  grounds  are  kept  so  nice. 
Everywhere  I  go  I  see  people 
working  on  the  flowers,  the  lawn, 
or  inside  the  buildings,”  said 
Angela  Gabriel,  sophomore  music 
major.  “The  washrooms  are 
always  clean,  as  well  as  the  rest 
of  the  buildings.” 

“The  campus  is  beautiful,  and 
l  am  proud  to  be  going  to  school 
here,"  said  Lisa  Sabado,  freshman 
business  major.  “I  think  people 
are  more  likely  to  keep  it  clean 
when  they  see  how  nice  it  is.” 

The  buildings,  equipment,  and 
land  are  valued  at  more  than  $40 
million. 

“Such  a  valuable  asset  requires 
adequate  care,”  said  Dugan.  “We 
believe  the  campus  is  a  source  of 
pride  to  employees,  students, 
and  the  people  of  the  surrounding 
area.”

The  1988-89  year  of  athletics  at  Missouri 
Southern  featured  four  new  head  coaches— 
Bill  Cooke  (football),  Debbie  Traywick  (volley¬ 
ball),  Jack  Spurlin  (soccer),  and  Janet  Gabriel 
(women’s  basketball).  It  also  marked  the  final 
year  of  competition  in  the  NAIA  for  the  Lions 
and  Lady  Lions.  Southern  enters  NCAA  Divi¬ 
sion  II  for  the  1989-90  year. 

The  soccer  team  captured  the  lion’s  share  of 
attention  this  year.  Spurlin,  taking  over  for  Hal 
Bodon,  guided  the  Lions  into  the  district 
playoffs.  After  a  controversial  win  against  Park 
College,  Southern  battled  Rockhurst  College 
for  the  district  championship.

Support  helps  team 

Football  Lions  gain  valuable  experience 


After  three  consecutive  los¬ 
ing  seasons,  the  Missouri 
Southern  football  squad  is 
trying  to  rebuild  the  team  into  the 
dominant  force  it  once  was. 

Although  interim  head  coach 
Bill  Cooke’s  Lions  finished  with  a 
record  of  3'7.  many  positive 
things  came  out  of  the  1988  sea¬ 
son.  Many  teams  may  have  fold¬ 
ed  following  a  head  coach's  resig¬ 
nation  just  18  days  before  the 
season  opener,  but  a  special 
combination  of  leadership,  not 
only  within  the  team,  but  from 
the  College  and  the  city  as  a 
whole,  held  the  squad  together 
throughout  the  year. 

“The  support  we  received  from 
the  College  and  the  city  really 
helped  pull  us  through,”  said 
Mike  King,  senior  defensive  tack¬ 
le.  "It  helped  the  team  to  really 
come  together  and  work  hard." 

Leadership  was  a  key  word 
during  the  1988  season.  The 
squad’s  coaches  and  upperclass¬ 
men  played  "a  big  part  in  giving 
the  team  a  positive  attitude.” 

“The  sense  of  team  unity  and 
the  faculty’s  support  under  the 
unusual  circumstances  showed 
the  kind  of  leadership  we  have 
here,”  said  Jim  Frazier,  men’s 
athletic  director.  “Southern  is 
special  in  that  not  every  school 
would  have  backed  this  team.

Southern  volleyball 
looks  to  next  season 

Coach  TTaywick  still  seeks  new  recruits 


Hard  work  and  a  tougher  than 
usual  schedule  of  opponents  made 
this  season  a  memorable  one  for 
the  volleyball  team. 

“We  had  a  tough  season  and  a  tough 
schedule,  but  we  worked  hard  and  had  a 
lot  of  fun,”  said  Debbie  Traywick,  head 
volleyball  coach  at  Missouri  Southern. 

The  Missouri  Southern  Lady  Lions 
volleyball  team  finished  the  1988-1989 
season  with  19  wins  and  31  losses.  Thir¬ 
teen  members  consisting  of  five  seniors 
and  two  freshmen  made  up  the  team.  The 
five  seniors  are:  Gail  Gilmore,  Bridgett 
Mismer,  Michelle  Moehler,  Angie  Mur¬ 
phy,  and  Kvla  Tompkins.  Karen  Doak,  a 
junior,  was  the  leading  scorer. 

Five  games  were  played  at  home  and 
Southern  beat  Southwest  Baptist  Univer¬ 
sity  at  Bolivar,  with  a  score  of  19-17,  15-13, 
17-19,  and  15-8.  The  Lady  Lions  also 
played  Drury  College  at  Springfield;  The 
University;  and  Central  Missouri  State 
University  at  Warrensburg  but  lost  to  all 
three  teams.  CMSU  is  a  member  of  the 
MI  A  A  Conference,  of  which  the  Southern 
will  become  a  part  of  next  as  the  College 
moves  to  NCAA  Division  II  status. 

The  Lady  Lions  played  in  several  tour¬ 
naments  during  the  past  season.  They 
qualified  in  the  top  eight  and  placed 
fourth  out  of  16  teams  at  the  district  tour¬ 
nament  at  Missouri  Western  State  College 
at  St.  Joseph. 

The  season  started  with  a  tournament 
at  Washburn  University  in  Topeka,  Kan., 
but  Southern  did  not  place.  Southern  later 
played  Drury  College  at  a  tournament 
and  placed  second,  a  highlight  for  the 
season.  They  also  played  at  Arkansas 


Technical  School  in  Russellville,  Ark.,  but 
did  not  make  it  out  of  pool  play. 

The  Lady  Lions  started  the  season  off 
well,  but  went  downhill  about  mid- 
October  due  mostly  in  part  to  lack  of 
consistency. 

“We  either  played  really  well  or  we 
struggled,”  said  Traywick. 

Southern  fell  behind  in  several  matches, 
but  always  seemed  to  remain  close. 

“In  several  of  our  matches  we  were  very 
close,”  said  Traywick.  “We  just  didn’t 
come  out  on  top.” 

During  off-season,  the  Lady  Lions 
engage  in  several  activities  in  order  to  bet¬ 
ter  prepare  themselves  for  the  next  season. 
During  the  playing  season,  the  women 
practice  from  2  to  4  p.m.  daily. 

Five  new  recruits  are  needed  for  next 
year.  Four  of  them  have  been  selected  Two 
recruits  are  from  Dallas,  Texas;  one  from 
Union,  Mo.;  and  the  other  is  from  Ed¬ 
mond,  Okla. 

Traywick  will  continue  coaching  and 
teaching  physical  education  courses  next 
year  at  Southern.  She  felt  this  year  went 
well  considering  the  transition  period  of 
a  new  coach. 

She  plans  to  concentrate  on  making 
next  year’s  team  very  “defensive-oriented.” 

“We  will  still  hit  the  ball  hard,  but 
hopefully  by  working  on  our  defense,  it 
will  greatly  help  us,”  said  Traywick. 

“Nex  year  I'd  like  to  have  a  winning 
record  of  course,”  she  said.  “We’ve  got 
some  good  kids  coming  back  and  some 
good  recruits.  I  just  want  them  to  play  to 
their  potential  and  hopefully  we’ll  mesh 
and  win  some  ball  games.”

A  season  of  firsts 

Soccer  Lions  beat  arch-rival  Rockhurst 


For  the  Missouri  Southern 
soccer  Lions,  1988  will  be 
the  most  memorable  year 
in  their  soccer  history.  It  marked 
several  firsts:  the  Lions  advanced 
to  the  Area  IV  playoffs,  the  Lions 
became  the  NAIA  District  16  cham¬ 
pions,  a  Southern  coach  was 
named  district  coach  of  the  year, 
and  the  Lions  finally  defeated 
their  long-time  rival,  Rockhurst 
College. 

“As  a  first-year  coach,  I  could 
not  have  asked  for  a  better  sea¬ 
son,”  said  Jack  Spurlin.  "It  is 
almost  phenomenal.” 

The  Lions  made  their  mark  in 
a  game  against  Jhlsa  University, 
early  in  the  season.  After  a  3-1 
Southern  victory  in  overtime, 
Spurlin  realized  what  kind  of 
talent  the  Lions  had. 

“The  guys  played  really  well,” 
he  said.  “After  they  pulled  a  vic¬ 
tory  out  of  what  seemed  like  a 
loss,  I  knew  they  had  a  lot  going 
for  them." 

The  soccer  Lions  went  on  to  tie 
Rockhurst  College  in  the  first 
regular  season  match-up.  Spurlin 
thought  this  was  an  important 
point  for  the  team,  because  of  the 
Lions’  previous  record  of  losses 
to  the  Kansas  City  team.  How¬ 
ever.  the  Lions  were  not  satisfied 
with  a  tie  and  decided  to  set  out 
to  defeat  the  Hawks  in  post-sea¬ 


son  play. 

“The  game  was  excellent,”  said 
Spurlin.  “The  team  showed  it  had 
a  tremendous  amount  of  team¬ 
work." 

Spurlin  attributes  his  success 
to  his  outlook  of  coaching  as  a 
“hobby.”  He  said  whenever  the 
fun  goes  out  of  coaching,  he  will 
quit. 

"I  think  this  aspect  is  what  had 
made  the  guys  perform  so  well," 
he  said.  “They  feel  less  pressure 
and  more  relaxed." 

After  defeating  Rockhurst  2-1, 
the  Lions  earned  the  title  of  Dis¬ 
trict  16  champions  and  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  compete  further  in  the 
playoffs.  But  Southern  lost  in  the 
first  round  of  the  Area  IV  playoffs 
to  John  Brown  University.  2-0. 

“Maybe  it  was  because  the 
guys  took  JBU  for  granted,  or  it 
was  because  of  the  large  number 
of  injuries  we  had,”  Spurlin  said. 
“Whatever  the  reason.  John 
Brown  was  on  that  day  and  we 
were  not.” 

Spurlin.  who  guided  the  Lions 
to  a  14-4-3  record,  was  named  dis¬ 
trict  coach  of  the  year  for  his  ef¬ 
forts.  Four  players  from  Southern 
made  the  all-district  squad:  full¬ 
backs  Keith  Borucki  and  Jeff  Mal¬ 
asek,  forward  Shaun  Owens,  and 
midfielder  Mike  Prater.

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First-year  coach  leads 
Southern  to  17-12  mark 


The  basketball  Lady  Lions 
had  an  outstanding  season 
brought  to  an  early  end 
Feb.  28  with  a  79-70  loss  at  Wil¬ 
liam  Woods  in  the  first  round  of 
the  NAIA  District  16  tournament. 

After  winning  just  eight  games 
a  year  ago.  the  Lady  Lions  more 
than  doubled  their  victory  total 
this  season  under  the  direction 
of  Janet  Gabriel,  first-year  head 
coach.  Missouri  Southern  fin¬ 
ished  17-12  overall. 

Gabriel’s  squad  was  the  sur¬ 
prise  of  the  Central  States  Inter¬ 
collegiate  Conference,  finishing 
fourth  with  a  7-7  record.  The 
Lady  Lions  were  chosen  to  fin¬ 
ish  last  in  a  pre-season  league 
poll. 

A  post-season  playoff  berth 
seemed  out  of  reach  in  October 
when  practices  started.  Only 
one  starter,  senior  Irish  Wilson, 
returned  to  greet  Gabriel,  but 
hard  work,  aggressive  defense, 
and  balanced  scoring  led  the 
way  to  17  wins. 

“I  had  the  opportunity  to 
coach  a  group  of  young  women 
who  were  probably  the  most 
unique  group  I’ve  ever  had."  Ga¬ 
briel  said.  “They  were  the  finest 
group  I've  ever  been  around  in 
my  playing  days  and  coaching 
days.  That’s  the  biggest  thrill. 

“The  most  disappointing  thing 
is  being  so  close  to  having  such 
an  incredible  year  and  just  kind 
of  losing  it  at  the  end.  I  think  the 
kids  feel  that  way,  and  l  feel  that 
way.” 

Southern  appeared  to  have  a 


home-court  playoff  berth  se¬ 
cured.  but  a  93-82  loss  to  Mis¬ 
souri  Western  and  a  84-73  set¬ 
back  at  Wayne  State*  at  the  end 
of  the  regular  season  dropped 
the  Lady  Lions  to  fifth  in  the 
Dunkel  Ratings.  Southern  was 
forced  to  play'  at  William  Woods 
(seeded  No.  4)  in  the  playoffs, 
and  the  Lady  Lions  had  much 
difficulty  winning  on  the  road 
throughout  the  season. 

Gabriel’s  club  compiled  a  3-10 
road  record  in  1988-89,  but  was 
n-2  in  home  games.  The  Lady 
Lions  were  3-0  in  neutral  sites. 

Sophomore  center  Caryn  Schu- 
maker  led  Southern  in  scoring 
(412  points,  14.2  average)  and  re¬ 
bounding  (225.  7.8  average).  Wil¬ 
son  scored  372  points  (12.8  per 
game)  and  moved  into  nth  place 
on  the  all-time  career  scoring 
list  at  Southern  with  787  points. 

Junior  forward  Susie  Walton 
scored  368  points  (13.1  average) 
and  grabbed  182  rebounds  (6.5) 
in  28  games.  Junior  guard  Cheryl 
williams  tallied  326  points  (11.2 
average),  and  freshman  guard 
Diane  Hoch  had  288  points  (9.9). 

Hoch  set  a  Southern  season 
record  with  201  assists.  Her  18 
assists  against  John  Brown  on 
Feb.  21  was  a  single-game  record. 

Reserves  who  saw  consider¬ 
able  action  included  sophomore 
forward  Sandy  Soeken  (190 
points),  freshman  guard  Sabrina 
Mosley  (105  points),  and  junior 
center  Karen  Tiggemann  (78 
points).

Williams  leaves  after 
12  seasons  as  coach 


After  12  seasons  as  head 
basketball  coach,  Chuck 
Williams  announced  his 
resignation  on  Feb.  20. 

The  Lions  finished  the  1988-89 
season  with  a  4-22  record,  giv¬ 
ing  Williams  a  career  mark  of 
182-180.  Southern,  however,  was 
only  9-44  the  last  two  seasons. 

“We  all  know  and  see  the 
things  up  front— the  wins  and 
losses,"  said  Williams,  39.  "We 
have  had  our  share  of  good 
games,  good  times,  big  wins, 
and  tough  losses.  Unfortunately, 
the  last  couple  of  years  we  have 
not  been  too  plentiful  in  the  win 
column.” 

Williams  is  proud  of  the  fact 
that  30  of  the  38  seniors  who 
have  gone  through  his  program 
have  received  college  degrees. 

“We’ve  always  stressed  the 
importance  of  graduation,”  he 
said.  “We  realize  that  very  few  of 
the  Missouri  Southern  athletes 
are  going  to  make  a  career  of 
professional  sports.  They  have 
to  come  here  to  get  a  diploma.” 

Saddled  with  a  school-record 
16-game  losing  streak,  the  Lions 
gave  Williams  a  farewell  present 
on  Feb.  25  with  a  69-67  win  at 
Wayne  State.  The  victory  also 
snapped  a  27-game  skid  in  Cen¬ 
tral  States  Intercollegiate  Con¬ 
ference  action. 

Junior  guard  Brad  Jackson  led 
Southern  in  scoring  with  374 


points,  a  14.4  average.  Jackson 
made  76  three-point  goals  in 
establishing  a  season  record  for 
the  Lions.  He  also  sank  six 
three-point  goals  in  a  game  on 
three  different  occasions. 

Sophomore  forward  David 
Lurvey  was  second  in  scoring 
with  292  points  (11.2  per  game) 
and  second  in  rebounding  with 
147  (5.7  average).  Junior  forward 
Sam  Wilcher,  one  of  the  best 
athletes  on  the  squad,  had  287 
points  (ii.O)  and  a  team-high  153 
rebounds  (5.9) 

Junior  forward  Tim  1  larris  had 
179  points  (7.2).  including  a 
26-point  effort  in  an  86-82  loss  to 
Pittsburg  State  on  Jan.  17.  Fresh¬ 
man  guard  Tom  Olsen  netted 
125  points  (4.8)  and  was  second 
on  the  squad  in  three-point 
shooting.  Junior  center  Lloyd 
Phelps  had  107  points  (4.5),  jun¬ 
ior  forward  Mike  Rader  had  87 
points  (4.1),  and  junior  guard 
Rodney  Adside  had  104  points 
(4.0)  and  70  assists. 

The  Lions  opened  the  season 
Nov.  19  with  a  69-63  victory  over 
Lincoln  University.  After  two  los¬ 
ses  in  the  Southwest  Baptist 
Classic,  Southern  edged  the  Un¬ 
iversity  of  Missouri-Rolla  63-62 
to  even  its  mark  at  2-2.  The 
Lions  beat  UMR  again.  63-62,  on 
Jan.  4  before  starting  the  16-game 
losing  streak  streak.

College  prepares  for  NCAA  move 


For  Jim  Frazier,  men’s  athletic 
director,  Missouri  Southern's 
move  to  the  National  Col¬ 
legiate  Athletic  Association  is  a 
difficult  one. 

Rules,  regulations,  new  oppo¬ 
nents  and  schedules,  and  even 
cost  considerations  are  all  a  part 
of  the  change.  Each  sport  at  Mis¬ 
souri  Southern  will  be  affected  in 
different  ways. 

The  soccer  program  will  no 
longer  be  a  conference  sport 
because  the  MIAA  requires  that 
half  of  the  schools  in  the  con¬ 
ference  must  participate  in  the 
sport. 

For  Jack  Spurlin,  head  soccer 
coach  at  Southern,  conference  af¬ 
filiation  is  not  that  important.  The 
team  will  still  be  able  to  partici¬ 
pate  in  a  national  tournament. 

The  football  program  faces  pro¬ 
blems  in  the  area  of  scholarships. 
Southern  is  allotted  45  scholar¬ 
ships  by  the  NCAA.  The  MIAA 
puts  the  additional  restriction  of 
allowing  the  equivalent  of  45  in¬ 
state  scholarships  when  it  comes 
to  actual  funds.  For  example,  a 
player  from  out  of  state  would 
equal  more  than  one  full  scholar¬ 
ship  according  to  the  MIAA. 

Also,  Frazier  said  gate  receipts 
from  games  must  provide  most 
of  the  athletic  department’s 
revenue. 


“Football  has  to  carry  us,  but 
we  need  some  gate  receipts  from 
basketball  as  well,”  he  said. 
“Football  has  to  pay  the  bills.  It’s 
very  important  for  football  to 
create  revenue.” 

Lack  of  space  creates  a  pro¬ 
blem  for  the  volleyball  team.  Ac¬ 
cording  to  conference  rules,  there 
must  be  a  minimum  of  three 
available  courts  before  a  school 
may  host  a  conference  champ¬ 
ionship  or  tournament.  The 
Robert  Ellis  Young  Gymnasium 
only  has  space  for  two  courts. 

While  the  Lady  Lions  will  not 
have  the  benefit  of  a  home  court 
advantage  during  tournament 
time,  Debbie  Traywick,  head 
volleyball  coach,  believes 
Southern  can  compete  favorably 
in  the  conference. 

According  to  Frazier,  many  of 
the  additional  costs  in  making 
the  move  to  the  MIAA  can  be 
linked  to  the  conference  basket¬ 
ball  structure. 

The  men’s  and  women’s  bas¬ 
ketball  teams  will  begin  playing 
Wednesday  and  Saturday  games. 
This  will  increase  the  cost  of 
travel. 

The  basketball  conference  will 
also  be  broken  up  into  divisions 
in  an  attempt  to  accommodate 
the  large  number  of  schools  in 
the  conference.  The  Lions  and 


Lady  Lions  will  play  in  the 
Southern  division. 

The  Lady  Lions  have  an  added 
burden  because  the  women’s 
athletic  department  relies  on  the 
team’s  gate  receipts  to  create 
revenue. 

“Still  nothing  pays  for  itself.” 
said  Sallie  Beard,  women’s  ath¬ 
letic  director.  "We  need  the 
receipts  and  attendance,  but  it 
doesn’t  support  itself." 

The  move  to  the  MIAA  will 
have  little  effect  on  the  baseball 
and  softball  teams.  The  teams 
already  play  as  part  of  their 
schedules  many  of  the  current 
MIAA  teams. 

“Baseball  and  softball  are 
similar  in  that  we  can  compete 
with  any  of  these  teams,"  said  Pat 
Lipira,  head  softball  coach. 
“These  teams  are  on  our  sched¬ 
ule  all  the  time.” 

The  tennis  and  golf  teams  will 
also  see  few  changes.  According 
to  Bill  Cox,  head  golf  coach,  the 
golf  team  will  compete  in  the 
same  tournaments  as  in  the  past. 
The  only  change  for  the  tennis 
team  will  be  a  requirement  that  it 
have  at  least  five  members  on 
the  squad. 

Missouri  Southern  is  also  going 
to  begin  a  cross  country  program 
in  the  fall  to  coincide  with  the 
move.

After  leading  his  Southeast¬ 
ern  Oklahoma  State  team 
to  the  1988  NAIA  playoffs. 
Ion  Lantz  decided  to  take  over 
he  reigns  of  a  struggling  Mis¬ 
souri  Southern  football  program. 

Lantz  was  introduced  at  a  press 
conference  at  Southern  on  Friday, 
Dec.  9  by  Jim  Frazier,  men’s  ath- 
etic  director. 

Named  the  1988  NAIA  District  9 
coach  of  the  year,  Lantz  guided 
Southeastern  to  a  10-1  record  dur- 
ng  the  season.  The  Savages  corn- 
tiled  a  21-9-2  mark  during  his 
hree-year  stint  at  Southeastern. 
“I  have  been  intrigued  by  this 
ob  for  some  time,”  Lantz  said.  "I 
hink  it’s  a  great  situation  in  a  pro¬ 
gressive  community,  a  progres¬ 


sive  school  within  that  communi¬ 
ty,  and  a  school  that  inspires 
greatness  in  all  areas— academic 
and  athletic.” 

Lantz  was  a  finalist  for  the 
Southern  position  in  1987,  when 
Charley  Wade  was  selected.  But 
Wade  resigned  just  18  days  before 
the  Lions’  season  opener  in  1988. 

The  new  coach  said  he  wants 
to  run  the  veer  offense  and  use  a 
“multiple-front  aggressive  style 
of  defense”  in  1989. 

“I  think  Southern  has  really  got¬ 
ten  themselves  a  good  one.”  said 
Dr.  Donald  Parham,  Southeastern 
athletic  director.  “The  student 
body  will  like  him  very  much. 
Both  the  school  and  the  com¬ 
munity  down  here  were  sorry  to 


see  him  go.” 

Prior  to  his  stint  at  Southeast¬ 
ern,  Lantz  spent  six  years  as 
head  coach  at  Edmond  (Okla.) 
High  School.  During  that  time,  he 
guided  the  school  to  a  40-25 
record  and  five  state  playoff 
berths.  A  1974  graduate  of  Pan¬ 
handle  State  University,  the  36- 
year-old  Lantz  earned  a  master’s 
degree  from  Central  State  Univer¬ 
sity  of  Oklahoma  in  1977. 

Missouri  Southern  will  begin  its 
first  season  in  the  Missouri  Inter¬ 
collegiate  Athletic  Association  in 
the  fall  of  1989.  The  Lions’  io- 
game  schedule  will  consist  en¬ 
tirely  of  league  opponents.
